down the 
bond issue at an election early this 
spring. An adequate water supply 
was included in the platform s of 
both political parties in the April 
election. 
A permanent connection 
# 'i t h the track at a total cost of 
$3,000 progressed to 
the extent 
that a citizen’s committee approved 
the plan, the board advertised for 
bids, the bids were received, per­ 
mission was secured from the rail­ 
road company and the state high­ 
way departm ent 
to cross 
their 
rights-oi-way with a six inch main. 
The village board presented a con­ 
tract to the Arlington Jockey Club, 
which

oased 
upon 
provisions 
that would be acceptable to them. 
In the meantime 
the

Argue Water Relief Meas­ 
ure; Costs of Pump­ 
ing Vary 


Spirited discussion marked the 
meeting of the Arlington Heights 
village board last Monday night at 
the council chamber. All were pres­ 
ent. H. G. Peter read the minutes 
of previous meetings. 
Pumping Costs 
Trustee Albert Goedke, chairman 
of the water committee, read off a 
report of installations of meters, 
repairs, new house connections; al­ 
so testing of pumps as related in 
a separate column. 
The pump on 
the northwest highway is deliver­ 
ing water at a power cost of 2:35 
cents a thousand gallons, he said; 
the pump at the water tower, at 
5.97 cents a thousand gallons; at 
Scarsdale, 3.86 cents per thousand 
gallons. 
14,744,231 gallons of wa­ 
ter were metered out during the 
past three months, and some was 
not metered. 
Water was being turned off from 
those who did not pay their bills 
last year nor the first quarter this 
year. 
Trustee W alter Krause, chairman 
of the Street committee reported: 
Street Committee Active 
“The Street committee reports 
the shrubs at the corner of Dunton 
and South streets, which were a 
hazard to traffic, and broken down 
trees at corners of Hawthorne and 
Pine and at South and Vail streets 
have peen removed. 
“That the necessary 
sweeping 
and cleaning of streets on the south 
side of town has been completed. 
“During the last storm several 
sewer ditches caved in on Foundry 
road, the necessary gravel w*as pur­ 
chased to fill in the caves, in pri­ 
vate driveways. 
“The Committee of streets re­ 
ports that something must be done 
immediately at our rubbish dump, 
and that the committee take im­ 
mediate steps in engaging someone 
to dig a new hole.

Capacity Small 


Village and Business Houses 
Join Assessor Schwingel for 
Lower Realty Assessments 


Three hundred fifty-five gallons 
of water a minute rs the most to 
be had from the Arlington Heights 
village 
water 
system, 
running 
pumps at four wells at a time, ac­ 
cording to tests made last week by 
the Village Board water committee, 
Trustee Albert Goedke, chairman. 
Tests were made by shutting off 
the mains near the 
pumps and 
opening the nearest fire hydrants 
connected with the 
pumps; then 
with a stop watch seeing how long 
ii; took in each case to fill a ten 
gallon can with the flow from that 
particular well. 
At the north side pump at the 
water tower on Chestnut street, to 
fill a ten gallon can three tests took 
29*4, 29*4, and 29 *£ seconds re­ 
spectively; thus the flow is only 20 
gallons a minute there. 
At the east side well 
on the 
Northwest highway near the Ar­ 
lington Seating company, the ten 
gallons were secured in 5, 4%, and 
5 seconds in three tests; the flow 
from that well is therefore about 
120 gallons a minute. 
At Well No. I on the Wing street 
side of the Municipal building, with 
the Keystone pump, the tests were 
in 5, 4*2 and 5 seconds, or 120 gal­ 
lons per minute. 
At Well No. 2, on 
the Davis 
street side of the building, with a 
Cook pump and electric motor, the 
tests showed 4, 4*4 and 4 seconds; 
or 150 gallons per minute. This is 
the best wrell the village has. 
However, wells numbers I and 2. 
are within a few feet of each other 
and work out of the 
same vein, 
therefore are pumped alternately. 
The Scarsdale well has a flow* 
meter which registers about 65 gal­ 
lons a minute. 
This 355 gallons of water a min­ 
ute, if Well No. 2 is being pump­ 
ed, or 325 gallons a minute if well 
No. I is being operated, has to take 
care of the water needs of a popu­ 
lation of 5,000 people in hot weath­ 
er, plus many visitors during the 
racing season.

The question of the desirabil­ 
ity of providing an emergency 
cross-connection 
between 
the 
water system of the Village of 
Arlington Heights arid the sys­ 
tem supplying tho Arlington 
Heights Race Track, has been 
brought up to us for our opinion. 
We wish to go oil record as to 
being whole heartedly in favor 
of this cross-connection as the 
present well supply in the Vil­ 
lage of Arlington 
Heights is 
seriously deficient and it is read­ 
ily possible that the village may 
experience difficulty in keeping 
pace with the 
maximum con­

The clean-up asked of the Village 
board by the Woman’s club, P. T. 
A., and Boy Scout committee, has 
been started by your Uncle Sam.

and found liquor in every one of 
their scheduled stops.

In nearly every case, the person 
arrested either made good the sum 
demanded or had friends who paid 
his bill.

introduced 
President Emmett Whealan of the 
County board. 
President Whealan 
outlined the purpose of the meet­ 
ing and in the course of 
his re­ 
marks pointed out how, for the first 
time in history, the County board 
was trying out a new policy and 
was meeting with the people of the 
community through which the pro­ 
posed route basses, right out in the 
community 
itself. 
The 
County 
board, President Whealan pointed 
out. had hired an independent ap­ 
praisal company to make a fair and 
just appraisal of the property to 
be taken for the road and that the 
figures of that appraisal were to 
be presented to the property owners 
at the meeting for their considera­ 
tion and he hoped their approval. 
Mr. Whealan pointed out the bene­ 
fits to be derived from the road and 
asked the thoughtful cooperation of 
the people along the right of way. 
Mr. Whealan then called on Com­ 
missioner Byrd, who also pointed 
■out the benefits of the road* told of 
the efforts of the hoard to have a 
fair appraisal made of the property 
to be taken End said he hoped that 
the efforts of the State and County 
would be approved oy the property 
owners. 
Commissioner Win. 
Busse was 
called upon and spoke briefly tell­ 
ing how, a few years ago, when the 
big road program was being plan­ 
ned, he had placed several Cook 
county 
roads 
on the 
program, 
among them Route 53 and that Gov. 
ernor Emmerson had said that 
‘Russe was asking for plenty.” 
G. N. Lamb, district engin cr of 
the State Highway department, told 
the audience how 
the 
state was 
ready to proceed to build the road 
just as soon as the right of way 
was secured. 
The various speakers pointed out 
that the s t a t e had the money ready 
to pay for the right of way and 
that things would move fast just as 
soon as the property owners ac­ 
cepted the amounts of the apprais­ 
er. 
Commissioners 
Gen. A. Miller 
and Mrs. Fleming also spoke brief­ 
ly. 
Robert Kingery, secretary of the 
Chicago Regional Planning associa­ 
tion, spoke on the advantages of 
the new road to this section of the 
countv and told of what 
a fine 
road it would be, passing as it did 
through a beautiful rolling c o u n ­ 
try. Edw. L. Mulcay, attorney for 
the County Highway department, 
up uke on the method of acquiring 
land by condemnation proceeding.., 
and said that he 
hoped that the 
property owners 
would 
make a 
friendly settlement on their prop­ 
erty damages.

Mayor Oltendorf of Palatine, who
